Watering Wants In Pots. 


Some people attempt to keep pot- 


plant-, without giving them any water 
at all- tho result is familiar to every one. 
Usually, however, the earth in the pot 
or box is kept soaked and very much in 
the condition of an ordmarv swamp. It 
is even said that malaria "has resulted 
from living in rooms containing house 
plants owing to the damp soil. We have 
ourselves seen dead evergreens pulled 
out 
ot boxes lull of 
mud 
A'euite 


Erfnulung gives utterance to the follow- 
ing timely remarks: 


Watering plants is one of the most 


important things in the culture of house 
plants, and special care should be de- 
voted to it. 
Plants ought not to b& 


wet until they need it. it will be evi- 
dent tliat they require wetting, if on 
taking the earth 
from 
the pot it 


crumbles to pieces like dust; a sure 
sign is to knock on tho side of the pot, 
near the 
middle, 
with 
the finger 


knuckle If it gives forth a hollow ring, 
the plant needs water; if there is a dull 
sound, there is still moisture enough to 
sustain the plant. 
Plants must not be 


wet more than once or twice a day; on 
dry, clear days they require more wa- 
ter than on damp, cloudy days On the 
other hand the earth must not be al- 
lowed, to dry out entirely, for that is 
also very injurious. 
In wetting them 


the water must be pom ed on in such a 
way that It will run out again through 
tbe hole in the bottom of the pot. 
If 


the earth gets too dry, it is best to place 
the pot in water so that the water will 
saturate the dirt very gradually. They 
may be watered at any hour of the day 
except when the sun is shining on 
the pot or has just left it; for the earth

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 20.— 


The Secretary of the Interior sent to 
,he Senate to-day a statement in an- 
swer to a resolution of inquiry ad-

various other things upon which 
Senator Platt desired to be enlight- 
ened.

The estimate for future payments of 
arrears under existing laws is put at 
$204,795,000, which would increase 
the roll to 4,145,700 persons, and the

The Wilson Suicide. 


News from DeWitt county to-day gives 


further particulars of the suicide of coun- 
ty treasurer Wilson, but do not neem to 
throw much light on thf motive for the 
deed. In his pocket was t.mud a letter 
dated Nov. 27th, in which ho stated that 
he had been financially ruined by opera- 
tions on the Chicago Board of Trade.— 
This, however, in doubted by bin friends, 
as investigation has shown that his ac- 
counts with the county are perfectly 
straight, that the day before his death he 
had settled up all his store bills, and that 
some 812,000 stand to the credit of his 
personal account in the Clinton banks. In 
addition to this he owns about, one thou- 
sand iiores of land in DeWitt county, on 
which there is no encumbrance, and has 
some $30,000 due him from the sale of a 
western cattle ranch, the money for which 
is expected to arrive within a few days.— 
If he had become seriously involved on 
tho board of trade so long ago "8 the 27th 
of November, his friends think the fact 
would have developed itself before this, 
and they know nothing about it. Our 
informant says that Mr. Wilson has been 
suffering for a year past from dyspepsia 
in its worst form, and it is supposed that 
the effect of the disease was to make him 
melancholy and despondent, and that to 
this cause his suicide is attributable.

writer baa latelv had an opportunity 
to inspect, lies constantly in the harbor 
of Halifax, fnlly equipped and awaiting 
her calls to service. She is a staunch 
craft of some 3,000 tons burthen, and 
with unusual beam for a vessel of her 
length. Her work consists entirely of 
repairing, the

cables being: relegated to large steam- 
era like ihe Great Eastern, the Hooper, 
or the Faraday.
